Kindergarten Readiness In the month 

of March, we will begin our reading groups. We will finish 
up our Nursery Rhymes/Fairy Tales unit. We will start our 
Spring unit. We will have our annual Happy Birthday Dr. 
Seuss celebration. 

Kindergarten had a fun month of February 

learning about rocks and soil. We are excited about our 
upcoming unit on space and all that God created in the 
universe. The Dallas World Aquarium was a great place to 
have a field trip and the most favorite animals seen were 
the sharks, manatees and baby monkeys! 


Third Grade has finished our novel Shiloh! We 
are going to be comparing and contrasting the movie with 
the novel. We have really enjoyed reading the novel and 
making our Biblical connections with it. In Math we are 
studying perimeter and area. We continue to discuss how 
in Bible times they had to measure things just like we do! 
Same in science, we are learning about landforms and 
living patterns.

The students have surprised themselves with their growth 
in knowledge of fractions - equivalent fractions, mixed 
numbers, improper fractions, finding a fraction of a number 
and more! They were even more surprised that decimals 
didn't turn out as scary as they thought and when com- 
pared to money, decimals really made good sense. They 
now are studying large numbers, starting with what really 
makes up a thousand and onward and upward from there! 

They are quite excited about the Academic Meet in North 
Richland Hills and their trip to the Fort Worth Zoo! It will be 
a long, busy day! 

Sixth thru Eighth Graders have start- 
ed practicing together on their group acting for the Texas 
Christian Interscholastic Academic Meet in April.
